The Two Cities Passed Through the Hurricane With 
| Little Damage. 


.. Sept. 10.—The town of 
Babine Pass and Port Arthur, news from 
which has been anxiously awaited, passed 
through the terrific storm of Saturday vir- 
tually unscathed. 

At Port Arthur the water spread over the 
town, but it did not reach a depth sufficient 
to destroy buildings. The town pleasure 
pler was washed away confpletely, as was 
also the plier in front of the Gales and El- 
wood homes. The dredge Florida, proper- 
ty of the New Yark DredgingCe.-which 
cut the Port Arthur channel, was sunk at 
the mouth of Taylor Bayou. No other 
proerty of consequence was injured. 

At Sabine Pass the water reached a depth 
of about three feet, but’ nothing except 
small buildings near the water front were 
washed away. Several mud scows and 
sloops were washed ashore.

Pacific wharves and warehouses were not 
damaged in the least, and the lumber piled 
on the docks did not float off.

The life-saving station of Sabine Pass was 
washed from its foundations, but the light 
tower was not damaged. The only probable 
dead are Ed Gunff and Albert Deatridge, 
two white men.

RUIN SPREAD OVER 
BAY AND BEACH 


GALVESTON, Sept. 10.—On the water 
front and beach the destruction of property 
was terrible, though the loss of life was 
not large. The wharves of the Mallory 
company were completely destroyed. 

The big steamship Alamo tis lying among 
the ruins of the piers. How great the dam- 
age is to the ship cannot be told until she 
is dragged out into the stream to be ex- 
amined. 

The wrtarves of the Galveston Wharf Co. 
are also gone and the great wharves of the 
Southern Pacific Co., which have been in 
course of construction for the past several 
months, are damaged to the amount of 
$60,000, ard the damage is such that months 
of work will be necessary to replace them 
in the same condition as they were in when 


they were struck. 

The Norwegian steamship Gila, which 
Was engaged in the Cuban trade, was 
Stranded up the bay beyond where the 


railroad bridges once stooa. 

The British steamship Taunton ts lying 
on Pelican Island hard and fast aground. 

The Mexican, a big British steamer, was 
driven up the bay and is stuck fast in the 
mud. 

Another big ship ts lying out near Quar- 
Q@ntine Station. It looks like she tried to 
put to sea and was driven ashore. 

The Kendal Castile has been driven as 
far up as Texas City, eo she is now 


stranded. Of the small shipping only a few 
boats are left. 

The littie schooners have been lifted bod- 
ily out of the water and flung up on the 
island. Others of them will bleach their 
bones on the mainland. 

The Charlotte M. Allen, 
boat to Bolivar, is safe. 

The big dredge used at Texas City has 
been driven inland for half a mile and she 
can never be gotten off except in pieces. 

The Pensacola was in port when the storm 
began, but Master Simmons put to sea in 
the teeth of the brewing storm and it is 
feared that the boat and her crew of thirty- 
six men have been lost. 

There are now no big’ vessels about the 
wharves, which were alive with seamen and 
‘longshoremen Friday afternoon stowing 
cargoes. 

The three grain elevators and Reymer- 
schoffer Mill are wrecks. They are not 
down, but their roofs and top stories have 
gone and grain stored therein has probably 
been ruined by the rain. 

The damage to the ships at this time when 
the demand for tonnage is so great, is re- 
garded as one of the worst features of the 
destruction from a business standpoint. 
None of the vessels are irretrievably lost, 
but it will take some time to get the boats 
off and to get them repaired even though 
they are not wrecks.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—The cotton market 
opened irregular and excited with prices up 
43 to 61 points on a wave of buying an equal 
in size of which has not been witnessed on 
‘change in many years. Every broker had 
buying orders. Reports of southern and for- 
eign interests frantically endeavored to se- 
cure enormous blocks of cotton, which, for 
a brief period, seemed to have become 
priceless. The market was well termed 
“dangerous,” as after the call a tumble of 
18 to 26 points occurred under a sudden 
turnabout of holders for profits. 

Wall street and the warehouses dumped 
over cotton in lots of several thousand bales 
for profits aggregating 75,100 and 150 points, 
accrued since the bull movement set in ten 
days ago. 

But the market showed amazing recuper- 
ative energies, and in face of weak late 
cables rebounded 12 to 15 points with a 
rash on a tresh whirl of general buying, 
which swept everything before it. Excite- 
ment in the pit was unprecedented and 
bull enthusiasm positively knew no bounds. 
Thereafter the flutuations were violent both 
wiuys, though at no time did the bears claim 
the slighte St influence. Conservative esti- 


mites placed the forenoon transactions at 
450,000 bales, 

The origin of the bull drive and panic 
of the bears was the West Indian hurri- 
cane in the heart of Texas’ cotton country. 
Parties thoroughly acquainted with the 
territory affecte od and with a definite know- 
ledge of the ec rop condition previous to the 
storm, declared the damage could not be 
less than 750,000 bales, with 1,000,000 bales 
very possible, should the havoc spread 
further into the state, as seemed probable. 
Liverpool response to the Texas disaster 
was a bulge of 15 to 29 points, later modi- 
fied under heavy profit taking. For the 
time being all thought of the September 
government report, due at noon, was rele- 
gated to the background. 

Not a word came over the wires from 
Galveston or Sabine Pass, and conjectures 
alone could be made as to the extent of the 
damage done. Near midday the market 
quieted down somewhat, but the price 
movement continued fitful, with frequent 
spasms of buying and selling recorded. The 
clos sing cables showed prices in Liverpool 
to be about unchanged from the figures cur- 
ae at the time of our opening.

Orfers a Detailed Explanation of the 
Manner in Which He Has Man- 
aged Affairs of the 
Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—President Wil- 
Ham McKinley has formally accepted the 
Republican nomination for president in the 
following letter: 

Executive Mansion, Washington, D. C., 
Sept. 8 1900.—Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
chairman notification committee: My dear 
sir—The nomination of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of June 19, 1900, for the 
office of president of the United States, 
which, as the official representative of the 
convention, you have conveyed to me, is ac- 
cepted. I have carefully examined the plat- 
form adopted and give to it my hearty ap- 
proval. Upon the great issue of the last 
national election it is clear. It upholds the 


gold standard and indorses the legislation 
of the present Congress, by which that 
standard has been effectually strengthened. 
The stability of our national currency is, 
therefore, secure so long as those who ad- 
here to this platform are kept in control 
of the government. In the first battle, that 
of the friends of the gold standard 

sound currency were triumphant, 
a e country is enjoying the fruits of 
that victory. Our antagonists, 
are not satisfied. They compel us to a 
second battle upon the same lines on which 
the firet was fought and won. While re- 
gretting the reopening of this question, 
which can only disturb the present satis- 
factory financial condition the govern- 
ment and visit uncertainty upon our great 
business enterprises, we accept the issue, 
and again invite the sound money forces to 
join in winning another, and we hope a 
permanent, triumph for an honest finan- 
cial system which will continue inviolable 
the public faith. 

As in 1896, the three silver parties are 
united, under the same leader, who, im- 
mediately after the election of that year, 
in an address to the bimetallists, said: 

The friends of bimetallism have not been van- 
quished; they have simply been overcome. They 
believe that the gold standard is a conspiracy of 
the money-changers against the welfare of the hu- 
man race, and they will continue the warfare 
against it. 

The pol'cy thus proclaimed has been ac- 
cepted and confirmed by these parties. The 
silver Democratic platform of 1990 contin- 
ves the warfare against the so-called gold 
conspiracy when it expressly says:

Our industrial and agricultural conditions 
are more promising than they have been for 
many years; probably more so than they 
have ever been. Prosperity abounds every- 
where throughout the republic. I rejoice 
that the Southern as well as the Northern 
States are enjoying a full share of these im- 
proved national conditions and that all are 
contributing so largely to our remarkable 
industrial development.

Revenues and 
Expenditures. 

Four hundred and thirty-six. million dol- 
lars of gold have been added to the gold 
Stock of the United States since July 1, 
1896. The law of March 14, 1900, author- 
ized the refunding into 2 per cent bonds of 
that part of the public debt represented by 
the 3 pe* cents due in 1908, the 4 per cents 
due in 1907, and the 5 per cents due in 1904, 
aggregating $840,000,000. More than one- 
third of the sum of these bonds was re- 
funded in the first three months after the 
passage of the act, and on Sept. 1 the 
sum hai been increased more than $33,000,- 
000, making in all $330,578,050, resulting in 
a net saving of over $8,379,520. The ordinary 
recepits of the government for the fiscal 
year 1900 were $79,527,000 in excess of its ex- 
penditures. 

While our receipts, both from 
and internal revenue, have been greatly in- 
creased, our expenditures have been de- 
creasing. Civil and miscellancous expenses 
for the fiscal year, ending June 30, 19), 
were nearly $14,000,000 less than in _ 1899, 
while on the war account there is a decrease 
of more than $95,000,000. There were required 
$8,000,000 less to support the navy this year 
than last, and the expenditures on account 
of Indians were nearly $2,750,000 less than in 
1899. The only two items of increase in the 
public expenses of 1900 over 1899 are for pen- 
sions and interest o the public debt. For 
1890 we expended for pensions $139,394,929. and 
for the fiscal year 1900 our payments on this 
account amounted to $140,877,316. The net in- 
crease of interest on the public debt of 1900 
over 1899 required by the war loan was $263,- 
408.25. While Congress authorized the gov- 
ernment to make a war loan of $400,000,000 
at the beginning of the war with Spain, 
only $200,000,000 of bonds were issued, bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest, which were prompt- 
y and patriotically taken by our citizens. 

inless something unforeseen occurs to re- 
duce our revenues or increase our expendi- 
tures the Congress, at its next session 
should reduce taxation very materially. 

Five years ago we were selling govern- 
ment bonds bearing as high as o per cent 
interest.

It is my desire that tn all their relations with 
the inhabitants of the islands the 
exercise due reepect for all the ideals, custome and 
institutions of the tribes which compose the popu- 
lation, emphasizing upon all occasions the just and 
beneficent Intentions of the government of tue 
United States. It is also my wish and expeatation 
that the commissioners may be received in a man-

‘Peace Treaty 
Was Signed. 

The treaty of peace was concluded on 
Dec. 10, 1898. By its terms the archipelago, 
Known as the Philippine Islands, was ceded 
by Spain to the United States. It was also 
provided that ‘‘the civil rights and political 
status of the native inhabitants of the ter- 
ritories hereby ceded to the United tSates 
shall be determined by the Congress.” 


Eleven days thereafter, on Dec. 21, the fol- 
lowing direction was given to the com- 
mander of our forces in the Philippines: 
May 5, 1899, Schurman, Manila: Yours 4th re- 
ceived. You are authorized to propose that under 
the military power of the President, ‘pding action 
Ippine Islands 
shall consist of a governor general appointed by 
the President; cabinet appointed by the governor- 
general; a general advisory council siscted by the 
people; the qualitications of electors to be carefully 
considered and determined, and the governor-gen- 
eral to have absolute veto.- Judiciary strong and 
independent; principal judges appointed by the 
President.

To such let me repeat 
th facts.+ On the 26th of May, 1898, Ad- 
miral Dewey was instructed by me to 
make no alliance with any party or fac- 
tion in the Philippines that would incur lia- 
bility to maintain their cause in the future, 
and he replied under date of June 6, 1898: 
“Have acted according to spirit of depart- 
ment’s tustructions from the beginning, 
and I have entered into no alliance with 
the insurgents or with any faction. This 
squadron can reduce the defenses of Ma- 
nila at any moment, but it is considered 
useless until the arrival of sufficiant Unit- 
ed States forces to retain possession.”’ In 
the report of the first Philippine commis- 
sion, submitted on Nov. 2, 1899, Admiral 
Dewey, one of its members, said: 

No alliance of any kind was entered into with 
Aguinaldo, nor was any promise of independence 
made to him at any time. 

Gen. Merritt arrived in the Philippines on 
July 25, 1898, and a dispatch from Admiral. 
eee to the government at Washington 
said: 


Merritt arrived yesterday. Situation ts most 
critical at Manila. The Spanish may surrender 
at any moment. Merritt's most difficult problem 
wili be how to deal with the insurgents under 
Aguinaldo, who have become aggressive and even 
threatening toward our army. 

Here is revealed the spirit of the Insur- 
gents as early as July, 1898, before the pro- 
tocol was signed, while we were still en- 
kaged in active war with Spain. Even then 
the insurgents were threatening our army. 

On Aug. 13 Manta was captured, and of 
this and subsequefit events the Philippine 
commission says: 

_When the city of Man!'a was taken, Aug. 18, the 
Filipinos took no part ip the attack, but ca 
following in with a view to looting the ty aa 
wete only prevented from doing so by our fe 
preventing them from entering.

Merritt, Greene and Anderson, who 
were in command at the beginning of our 
eccupation, and until the surrender of Ma- 
nila, state that there was no alliance with 
the insurgents and no promise to them of 
independence. On Aug. 17, 1898, Gen. Merritt 
was instructed that there must be no joint 
occupation of Mantla with the tnsurgenta.

This would require an army and navy far 
larger than is now maintained in the Phil- 
ippines, and still more in excess of what 
will be necessary with the full recognition 
of our sovereignty. A military support of 
authority not our own, as thus proposed, 
is the very essence of militarism, which our 
opponents in their platform oppose, but 
which by their policy would of necessity be 
established in its most offensive form. 

he American people will not make the 
murderers of our soldiers the agents of the 
Tepublic to convey the blessings of liberty 
and order to the Philippines.’ They will 
not make them the builders of the new 
commonwealth. Such a course would be a 
betrayal of our sacred owligations to the 
peaceful Filipinos, and would place at the 
mercy of dangerous adventurers the lives 
and Property of the natives and foreigners. 
It would make possible and easy the com- 
mission of such atrocities as were secretly 
planned to be executed on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, in the city of Manila, when only 
the vigilance of our army prevented the 
ttempt, to assassinate our soldiers and all 
oreigners and pillage and destroy the 
city and its surroundings. In short, the 
roposition of those opposed to us Is to con- 
inue all the obligations in the Phillppines 
which now rest upon the ogvernment, only 
changing the relation from principal, which 
now exists. to that of surety. Our respon- 
sibility is to remain, but our power is to 
be diminished. Our obligation is to be no 
less, but our title is to be surrendered to 
another power, which is without experience 
or training. or the ability to maintain a 
Stable government at home and absolutely 
helpless to perform its international obli- 
Kations with the rest of the world. To this 
we are opposed. We should not yield our 
title while our obligations last. In the lan- 
Kuage of our platform. “Our authority 
should not be less than our responsibility,”’ 
and our present responsibility is to estab- 
lish our authority in every part of the 
islands. 

No government can so certainly preserve 
he peace, restore puaric order, establish 
aw. justice and stable conditions as ours. 

ither Congress nor the executive can 
establish a stable government in these 
islands except under our right of sover- 
elgnty, our authority and our flag. And 
this we are doing. 

We could not do It as a protectorate pow- 
er 80 completely or so successfully as we 
are doing it now. As the sovereign power 
We can Initlate action and shape means to 
ends, and guide the Filipinos to self-gov- 
ernment. As a protectorate power we could 
nae Initiate action, but would be compelled 
a follow and uphold a weople with no Ca- 
prac ity vet to go alone n the one case we 
can protect both ourselves and the Fili- 
pines from being involved tn 
complications: in the other we 

rotect even the Filloinos until after their 
rouble had come.

WOMAN HERMIT 
WAS. MURDERED 


Mrs. Elizabeth Smith of 
Glencoe Found Dead, 


HER SAVINGS OF $200 GONE. 


ROBBERY THE MOTIVE OF THE 
CRIME. 


Her Truck Farm Twenty Years 
and Had a Presentment 
Lately of Murder. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Smith, a widow, 72 years 
old, who for years had lived as a hermit on 
a small farm near Glencoe, Mo., was 
found dead in her cottage Sunday, a por- 
tion of a bed sheet stuffed in her mouth, 
her hands bound to her sides, and marks 
of violence upon her face and neck. 

Robbery was the motive of the crime. 
The house had been looted from cellar to 
garret. 

Mattresses had been ripped up, carpets 
torn into shreds and even boards removed 
from the floor in the effort to discover the 
money Mrs. Smith was supposed to have. 

And the effort was successful; $200 which 


was known to have been in the house was 
gone. 

Two weeks ago the old woman had @ 
strange presentment that something would 
happen to her soon. She sent for one of 
her few close friends, a Miss Mottley, who 
lives at Eureka, and told her of her pre- 
sentment. Then she exacted a promise of 
secrecy and revealed to her where she 
kept her money and other articles and 
papers of value. Miss Mottley related the 
story at the coroner’s examination Sunday 
afternoon. 

The first intimation of the murder was 
given by a negro boy whu had been sent to 
Mrs. Smith's by a neighbor to purchase 
some chickens for Sunday dinner. He failed 
in his attempts to arouse the old woman 
and becoming frightened at the unusual 
stillness about the place ran to the home 
of Mrs. Julius Lippert. 

Mrs. Lippert hurried to Mrs. Smith’s cot- 
tage. She noticed a window up and the 
screen out. Further attempts to arouse 
Mrs. Smith failing, she forced an entrance 
into the house. Entering the bedroom she 
‘found everything in the room in. disorder. 
Mrs. Smith was nowhere to be seen. 

In one corner there was tumbled pile of 
bed clothes. Mrs. Lippert “went to it and 
lifted some away. ‘There lay the sees of 
the old woman—bound, gagged and bruised 

Suspicion fell on a farm hand who had 
once worked for Mrs. Smith and was still 
in the neighborhood. He was arrested. At 
the inquest, however, he was able to prove 
an alibi and was released. 

The officers have found no clue to the 
murder. The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was “felonious homicide; motive, rob- 
bery.”’ 

Mrs. Smith had lived near Glencoe more 
than twenty years, all alone. She kept a 
little truck farm, and her neighbors were 
her customers. He friends had often feared 
she would some day be the victim of foul 
play and had frequently warned her.
